‘XIBERTY” AMENDMENT 


“Section 1, The Govemment of the United States 
shall not engage in any business, professional, commer- 
cial, ^ financial or^ industrial enterprise except as speci- 
fied in the Constitution. 

Sec. 2. The constitution or la'ws of any State, or the 
laws of the United States shall not be subject to the 
terms of any foreign or domestic agreement which 
would abrogate this amendment 

Sec. 3. The activities of the United States Govern- 
ment which violate^ the intent and purposes of this 
amendment shall, within a period of three years from 
the date of the ratification of this amendment, be liqui- 
dated and the properties and facilities affected shall be 
sold. 

“Sec. 4. T^ee^ years after the ratification of this 
amendment the sbfteenth article of amendments to the 
Constitution of the United States shall stand repealed 
and thereafter Congress shall not levy taxes on personal 
incomes, estates, and/or gifts.”

First, the bill would prohibit a hunter or gun-collector from going to 
another state and taking his guns along or having- them shipped to him. The 
bill also restricts mail-order purchase of firearms, which would make it 
almost impossible for persons in outlying areas (central Wyoming, for ex- 
ample) to purchase weapons.. Citizens who prefer to remain armed in face 
of the growing Soviet menace to American peace and security would be 
effectively immobilized by this legislation. (In the Soviet Union, citizens 
must have passports and permission of the Communist Party in order to travel 
from one city or province to another. Usually, only jews are granted such 
permission.) The bill would also make it illegal for a gun-dealer to sell a 
firearm to anyone not a resident of his particular state. This provision, too, 
would help to immobilize the American people in a time of national crisis. 
If this great country were suddenly invaded and most of our armed forces 
were off in Viet Nam or some place in Asia, who would defend the American 
homeland? The U. N.? That would be a fine kettle of Kosher gefullte-fish! 
The red-front U. N. is to defend a disarmed America from the Soviets, eh? Ho!

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An "Unfortunate Encyclical"? 

Pope Paul Vi's latest encyclical, Populontnt Pro- 
cressio, which The Wanderer appraised editorially 
two weeks ago, has been less enthusiastically greited 
in various quarters both here and abroad. A few of 
our readers, too, have written to tell us they could 
not agree with our characterization of this Papal 
document as a “grcit encyclical," because - as one 
such critical correspondent expressed it - Pope 
Paul, unlike all of bis predecessors on the Chair of 
Peter, apparently secs lit in this encyclical to condemn 
ONLY THE CAPITALIST SYSTEM but not the 
far more inhuman, militantly atheistic, material- 
istic system known as Socialism and/or Commu- 
nism/' ' , , t I 

In a similar vein, William F. Buckley Jr, has 

described Populorun} Progressio as "an unfortunate 
encyclical/’ one in which "the Pope seems to be call- 
ing attention to the limitations of capitalism ' while 
ignoring the economic profligacy and criminal^ in- 
justice inherent in modern-day forms of Socialism- 
Communism, 

We frankly admit that, upon first reading this 
encyclical, certain passages — e. paragraph 26, on 
the capitalist “system" — seemed somehow ambig- 
uous, distorted, even misleading, Nevertheless, long 
experience has taught us: (1.) that an encyclical let-, 
ter must never be read as an isolated document, but 
must always be carefully analyzed in context with 
the entire antecedent program of Papal thought and 
teaching as enunciated in all of the encyclicals and 
allocutions of the Popes, past and present: (2.) that 
any encyclical letter which at any point seems to veer 


save "new injustices" and "new disasters." He urges 
all people, as individuals working together in ‘‘inter- 
mediary bodies" and. where necessary, also in co- 
operation with public authorities fpara. 33) , to help ^ 
the poor, the oppressed and the ’afflicted peoples of 
the world to think and act as befits men made in the 
image of God. . 

At the same time he admonishes the State and 
other public authorities that by encouraging private 
initiative and intcrinediatc bodies to work toward 
this desired goal, they will avoid ‘‘the danpr of com- 
plete collectivization or of arbitrary planning, which, 
by denying liberty, would prevent the exercise of the 
fundamental rights of the human person,' 

In view of this unequivocal condemnation of 
Socialist-Communist totalitarianism, it Is abundantly , 
clear that Pope Paul has in no way negated the 
principle of private ownership on which the free a 
enterprise system and human liberty itself are predi- I 
eated, When he refers, in paragraph 2, to the great I 
encyclicals of his predecessors, particularly Leo Xlll's 
RERUM NOVARUM and John XXIII's MATER ET 
MAGISTRA, and PACEM IN TERRIS, we may he sure 
that he does so for one reason only, and that is to 
IDENTIFY himself and his program with these il- 
lustrious forebears, not to divorce himself from them 
and their teaching. 

And what did Leo XIII have to say about pri- 
vate ownership in his Rerum ^ooarum? "Private 
ownership," he wrote, "is the natural right of man, 
and to exercise that right, especially as members of 
society, is not only lawful but absolutely necessary." ' 
But Leo XIII 'also pointed out, as does our present , 
Holy Father, that, in the USE of one’s own pos- 
sessions, wc are obliged as Christians to share what- 
ever SURPLUS wc may have with our less fortunate 
brethren. This obligation, said Pope Leo, "is a duty ’ 
not of justice (save in extreme cases) but of Christian 
charity, a duty not enforced by human law." Here, 
obviously, Pope Leo was giving the public author- 
ities to understand that they may not, like Robin 
Hood, simply confiscate or seize arbitrarily the pos- 
sessions of the rich to give to the poor. Only in ex- , 
treme instances, the Pontiff declared, where organized 
bodies inflict intolerable injustice and hardship on 
individuals, only then is the State obliged to inter- 
fere — and even then ‘‘the limits (of such inter- 
vention) must be determined by the nature of the 
occasion which calls for the law's interference — the 
principle being that the law must not undertake 
more, nor proceed further, than is required for the 
remedy of the evil or the removal of the mischief." 

For "it should ever be borne in mind," said Pope 
Leo, "that the main thing to be realized is the safe- 
guarding of private property," by which is assured 
the welfare of the workers and all other segments of 
society who must likewise be protected against insid- 
ious revolutionaries ,ind fomentors of discord and 
disorder. ^ 

It was to these same principles, particularly the . 
principle of private ownership, free enterprise, and . 
subsidiarity, that Pope John XXIII freely com- 
mitted himself in Maler et Magislru and Pacem in ^ 
Terris. While public authority in the domain of so- , 
cial welfare "must not remain inactive," he wrote, it J 
miKr alw,iv« kp>n in mind rhp nrinrlnlp of cnhddl.ir- ^ 


No Heresy? 

While a partial survey among American Catholic 
Bishops has reveald "no instances of definite heretical 
teachings or writings in American Catholicism" at 
this time, many individual Bishops admit that there 
is much unrest and ferment and a grcat^dcal of mis- 
directed zeal in the Church in the United States, 

The contents of the Bishops survey, revealed at 
a press conference during a meeting held last week in 
Chicago by the National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops, was in response to an inquiry, concerning 
questions of faith, which had been sent by Alfredo 
Ordinal Ottaviani, proprefect of the Congregation 
for the Doctrine of the Faith in Rome. The Cardinal 
had sent similar letters to the national Bishops’ con- 
ferences of other nations last July, In it he called 
attention to certain abuses and excesses in the in- 
terpretation of various documents promulgated by 
the Second Vatican Council and asked the national 
Bishops’ conferences to be on the 'alert for them. 

Bishop Alexander Zaleski, chairman of the Amer- 
ican Bishops committee on doctrine, said the "no 
heresy" report, though representing only 68 replies 
out of a total of 261 American Catholic Bishops, 
was in response to Cardinal Ottaviani's letter. The 
Bishop explained that the report is therefore only a 
sampling, or an "interim report/’ based on evidence 
thus far available. Nevertheless, Bishop Zaleski said, 
this report was unanimously approved last week by 
the full Bishops’ conference, and thus "it can be pre- 
sumed the Bishops as a whole feel there is no heresy 
in this country." (Caltodc Herald Citizen, April 
15th, 1967.) 

Two blocks from the Chicago Bishops' Confer- 
ence, meanwhile, ‘according to a Chicago Tribune 
report, /‘Roman Catholics of the 'new breed' variety," 
representing some 23 lay persons from eight differ- 
ent U, S. dioceses "huddled far into the night last 
week, in a basement conference at the Harrison Hotel, 
to get acquainted, share ideas and chart what may be 
a national strategy of great significance to the Church 
in this country." Calling themselves the Association 
of Christians for Church Renewal, the "new breed" 
group is reportedly hoping to persuade the American 
Bishops, via "effective liaison" with their national 
conference, to establsh so-called "pastoral councils" 
across the country, through which "priests, nuns, 
brothers and laymen would help run the church in 
America at parish, diocesan and national levels." (In 
Pope Pius X’s encyclical on Modernism, published 
in 1908. in the chapter on "The Modernist As Re- 
former," the sainted Pontiff describes the "reforming 
mania" which characterizes the Modernists in their 
frenzied efforts "to bring pressure to bear on the 
depositories of authority, until the latter consent to 
a compromise," One can’t help noting how closely 
this description fits the 23-mcmbcr "new breed" 
lobby, whose announced plans include, among other 
items, "updated high-school religious courses, revis- 
ion of the sacrament of penance, consideration of ad- 
ministering Confirmation at a later age, and whole- 
some sex education programs directed at both parents 
and children.")

edging that disbelief had not attained the extent or 
the stature that it has today. But in our own cen- 
tury, particularly in intellectual circles, agnosticism 
and even militant atheism have been rampant; and 
Catholics have been at the same time subjected to 
attacks on their Faith on the part of other Christians. 
They have heard their Church referred to as the 
Scarlet Woman of Babylon: their religious rituals 
as idolatry; their dcvoiii .w-as superstition. And none 
of this had very much effect. Actually, the attacks 
from without had the opposite effect: that of de- 
veloping a Catholicism prepared to defend itself: to 
explain that its premises were based on logic, reason 
and natural law as well as upon revelation: to stand 
firm in the midst of ridicule. 

So why the change today Modernity cannot be 
the answer: to itself, every age has been "modern," 
and, in terms of years, there is not much difference 
in eighteen hundred, nineteen hundred, or two thou- 
sand. For a long time, Christianity has been OLD. 

The conspicuous change that has taken place in 
the more recent past is this: that faith is now 
being undermined FROM WITHIN. As The Flo* 
lida Catholic observes, "we have all seen various 
attempts to question or distort such fundamental 
Catholic doctrines as original sin, the Resurrection 
of Christ, His Real Presence in the Eucharist, the 
Incarnation, and the virginity of Mary/' The faith- 
ful are told by priests and Religious, or through 
religious publications, that "the old concepts ate out- 
moded," that traditional beliefs and practices are 
"not relevant to the modern world," and that the 
very concept of authority is suspect. 

Examine the literature rack In any church vesti- 
'bul'e: there's a good chance that you will find from 
one to half a dozen periodicals with articles that 
, laise questions about points of doctrine, that con- 
done disobedience to authority, or that manifest 
antagonism toward the morality taught by the 
Church, Visit Catholic bookstores, and in many of 
them you will find books by theologians, so-called, 
who attack the foundations of ALL Christianity: 
who write, in an ambiguous and cynical vein, about 
the ’'mythological" character of Scripture: who even 
promote, in the most extreme cases, the abandon- 
ment of all religion, 

Where formerly books dealing with the problem 
of unbelief sought to provide the answers, we are 
now more likely to find them confirming doubt. 
Emphasis is placed upon a supposed unwillingness, 
if not an utter inability on the part of the people, to 
accept traditional doctrine; upon the rising tide of 
apostasy, the lack of "relevancy" in religious teach- 
ings. The reader who takes all this seriously will 
come out much more confused and doubtful than be 
was before. 

A graduate .student recently handed me a book 
lecommcnded to him at a Catholic student center as 
a help toward "understanding the problems that 
confront the young person today," The book was 
a recitation of doubts concerning religion, and criti- 
cism of traditional Catholic teachings. This student 
was one of the more discerning: and, yet, his ques- 
tion was: "Why do they recommend stuff like this?"

due to a poor translation or mistranslation from 
the original text in which it was written. 

This latest encyclical, more specifically the one or 
the other important passage contained therein, is 
evidently not an exception to this rule. Just as the 
late Pope John's encyclical, Matet ei Afajfsirfl, was 
originally translated, or mistranslated, so as to in- 
clude what appeared to be a Papal endorsement of 
"socialization," when in point of fact there was no 
literal equivalent for this word in the official Latin 
text, so too in Pope Paul’s latest encyclical, a key 
word has apparently been translated in such a way 
that the "capitalist system," rather than certain ac- 
cidental features thereof, seemed to have been con- 
demned by the Pontiff. (Sec report on p, 1, by Fr. 
Felix Morlion, 0. P., and also the comment by 
Ossen;flforctofli7o,samepagc). 

This erroneously translated passage, which. as it 
stands, reads like an all-out attack on the capitalist 
"system," will be enough to throw the whole encycli- 
cal off balance, at least for superficial readers, and will 
tend to color other important passages wherein the 
Pontiff is obviously addressing his urgent plea for 
justice and charity not in first place to the United 
States of America — whose people, whatever else 
their faults, are universally recognized as the most 

generous people in the world but rather to the 

Socialist and Communist countries whose hate-ridden 
and criminally predatory regimes arc ineluctably op- 
posed both to justice as well as chari/y! 

At any rate, of thli much we may bo sure: The 
Vatican newspaper OSSERVATORE ROMANO ob- 
servet that, despite enthusiastic comments by Lib- 
erals, Socialists and Communists, Pope Paul's 
POPULORUM PROGRESSIO does NOT condemn 
capitalism as a system, it does NOT condemn iust 
profits, nor savings, nor decent competition, but It 
does criticize certain errors and abuses of untram- 
moled "free enterprise"; it does criticize inordinate 
greed and lust for power, it does criticize the Mam- 
monistic spirit, the ignomlnous principle of "anything-, 
{or•th^almighty dollar^' and perhaps even the sham^ 
ful policy of U,S.-U,S.S,R. "bridge-buildlng," cur- 
rently operative among certain financial speculators 
and business Interests here at home! 

But just as Pope Leo XIII, in his encyclical Aerum 
Nouarum, did not condemn the system per se and in 
fact insisted that, under this flourishing regime of 
economy and industry Labor and Capital ought to 
work together harmoniously in 'the interests of the 
commonweal, so too Pope Paul is pleading not only 
with businessmen, industrialists and workingmen, 
but with all men and women of good will to become 
truly mindful of their tremendous responsibilities in 
this dread Hour. He is urging them — urging every- 
one in' fact — that unless we rid ourselves, in. our 
morals and institutions, of the searing blight of God- 
less materialism, of inordinate selfishness and 

greed and other predominant vices of this crisis-ridden 
era — civilization itself may perish, along with 
whatever good and bad systems of economics and 
politics have thus far been devised by the minds of 
men. Far from counselling overthrow of or revolu- 
tion against the existing order, Pope Paul cites the 
great danger in such a course (para, 34) and tells 
us that along this road we have nought to expect 



ity — to aid but never to absorb or destroy the in- 
dividual citizen — which is "a fixed and funda^ 
mental principle of sociarph'ilosophy." "The, prin- 
ciple must always be reaffirmed," said Pope John, 
"that the presence of the State in the economic field 
must qot be exercized so as to reduce evermore the 
sphere of freedom or the personal initiative of in- 
dividual citizens, bui rather so as to guarantee in 
that sphere the greatest possible scope, by the effective 
protection for each and all, of the essential personal 
rights, among which is to be numbered the right 
that individual persons possess, of being always 
primarily responsible for their own support and that 
of their own family, which implies that in economic 
systems the free development of productive activities 
should be permitted and facilitated." (Mm et Mo* 
ffistro). 

It is obvious, therefore, that regardless whether 
it be Pope Leo, Pope John, Pope Paul or any of the 
other great Pontiffs of modern times, the message has 
alv^ays remained essentially .the same.

at least of justice and charity, tranquillity and peace, 
sanity and sanctity, to a seriously incapacitated and 
ailing society. The thing for all of us to bear in 
mind, therefore, is not — as one of our readers put 
it — that the Popes have never condemned Capital- 
ism, while all of the Popes have condemned Socialism 
^ and Communism though this fact, admittedly, 
is important too. What IS important, as all of the 
Popes have been trying to get through to us down 
through the years, is the one overriding central fact 
that throughout the length and breadth of the entire 
world, and not merely in the Communist East or in 
the Capitalist West, society itself is morrally sick, 
and the chief cause of this sickness is neither economic 
nor even social-political, but is above all else moral 
and spiritual, a sickness that proceeds from out of 
the minds and hearts of men a’nd which will never 
be cured save by hard work, personal sacrifice, pen- 
ance, and prayer, combined with the hoped-for bless- 
ings;and bounty of Almighty Godr W' L '

I Why A "Crisis Of Unbelief"?

j Within the last five years, says a Catholic the- 
ology professor, an increasing number of stujjents 
[v are saying frankly that they are not sure they accept 
f the teachings of the Church: that they arc not sure, 
I in fact, if they have any faith at all. 

[ What is the reason for this phenomenon? The 
, answer which is repeated with tiresome uniformity 
; is that because of the advance of science and of the 
Influences of a secular society, the problems presented 
? by evil in the world and the growth of questioning 
minds, the traditional truths of Christianity are no 
i longer "relevant" and "meaningful" to the young, 

‘ ‘and they are no longer willing to accept them, 
But this is hirdly an adequate explanation, The 
^advance of science has been with us for many years, 
and some of the scientific accomplishments of past 
j, ap — the findings of Copernicus and Galileo, the 
[ discovery of the New World, etc. — were far more 
world-shaking in their time than is space travel for 
present-day man, who has become accustomed to 
technological achievements. 

J Certainly bvil in the world is nothing-new; down 
through the centuries men have discussed this prob- 
lem. The wisest men have recognized their incapacity 
to arrive at answers to everything in the world: they 
arc aware that man’s finite understanding can never, 
- in any century, know more of the mind of God 
than He has chosen to reveal. Thus Christians have 
always faced the existence of suffering and evil with- 
out having their faith destroyed. 

Secular war upon religion is not new either, We 
will pass over the attacks in past centuries, ackaowl-

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could not buf'agrec with him that it would servie | 
to CREATE doubts and to undermine the religious j 
certainty of many, if not most, young readers. 

Over and over, today's young Catholic is told — 
until he begins to parrot the line — how "irrelevant" < 
his religion is; how pointless and restrictive its regu- j 
lations. I have hcard'a priest say flatly, in a sermon: 
"Young people AREN'T HAVING the beliefs that 
their parents took for granted." ^(Since this priest is ; 
an arint proponent of "new ideas," is it unreason- 
able to suspect that his statement comes of wishful 
ibiiiking?) Priest-speakers, with an apparent eager- 
ness to show that they arc "in," discourse on the 
"valuable contributions" made to religious thought 
by the farthest-out Piotestant theologians, and advise 
their listeners tc revi.se "outmoded" religious con- 
cepts. 

If such speakers and writers arc not aware that 
they do great injury to the faith of many of their 
listeners, then they are highly unperceptive. If there 
is a "crisis of unbelief," then it has come about ^ 
largely through the influence of a self-appointed ^ 
leadership — both clerical and lay — which is 
propagating Its own dissatisfaction and uncertainly. ' 

Dissatisfaction with sound doctrine, while it may 
now be wider-spread than 'ever before, is not a 
twentieth-century development. The danger in its 
diffusion has, in fact, been noted since the days of 
the early Church, when St. Paul warned Timothy 
about the influence of those "having itching ears" 
who will "turn away their hearing from tbe truth." 

This is a warning that is highly relevant right now. 


Ecumenism, Nol Cooperation, Si! 

The ecumenical movement is a waste of time and 
should be scrapped in favor of a militant move by 
all Christians to carry battle into the materialist 
camp, say the British authors of a book called The 
iVety Morality. 

Sir Arnold Lunn, a Roman Catholic who has 
often lectured in the United States, and Dr. Garth 
Lean, an Anglican, have now brought out addi- 
tional chapters to the book they published in 1964. 
They say of the ecumenical movement: 

"We arc convinced it is a jvaste of time at best, 
and at worst an excuse for inactivity to discuss re- I 
unions so far at least as Rome is concerned. There , 
is not in the foreseeable future the remotest chance ' 
that Rome will abandon or that the non-Roman ' 
churches will accept the basic claims of the Roman 
Church." 

But cooperation between churches is needed, they 
say, because no one church can reverse the advance 
of atheism. 

Since 1964, they contend, attacks on Christian 
faith and morals have been pursued with increasing . 
confidence and ever-increasing success by secular New,^ 
Moralists, who are out to destroy both. NevertheJ 
less, they insist; 

"The advance of atheism can be reversed and tl: 
decline of Christianity can be arrested, A great ChrjJ 
tian revival is not only possible but probable, pr 
vided that Christians in general recover their mor 
and , , . cooperate. ..." ^

Confusion In The Ranks

E ver since the close of itlic 
Second Vatican 
there has been much iiitel- 
lectiial fermentation and emo*, 
tional cilervcsccnco in various; 
movements launched in Catiiolic 
dioceses and parishes in the Unit- 
ed States, While the purpose of 
these new attitudes and activities 
is presumed to be one’ p(. en- 
lightenment, many Catholics' arc 
pained by the evident, widespread 
confusidn that has resulted. 

This confusion has sometimes 
been caused by exaggerated stale* 
ments on the part of a few Cath- 
olic speakers and writers and also 
by some seemingly coniradictory 
jironounccmcnts of those in au- 
thority. Thus, quite recently, 
Bishop Sheen of Roclicster an- 
nounced that the Sacracent of 
Confirmation would not be ad- 
ministered until the recipients 
had reached their middle or teen 
age, namely not until Ihey have 
entered high school. 

Simultaneously, in a press in- 
terview, Bisliop Curtis of Bridge- 
port staled tiial "he has been 
trying to lower the age of Con- 
firmation from (he eleven to 
t\vclve-ycar^)ld group that has 
been the accepted practice." The 
same newspaper which quoted the 
divergent views of Bishop Sheen 
and Bishop Curtis contained (he 
following report: "A spokesman 
for the U.S, Catholic Conference, 
ilic welfare agency for the U.S. 
Catholic Bishops, said tliat the 
tendency has been to lower the 
age for the last twenty years. I 
am certain that no oilier diocese 
has raised its age.”' 

In llio ancient Cliiirch, and 
even in certain dioceses of our 
modem Church, the Sacrament of 
Confirmation immediately suc- 
ceeded reception of the Sacra- 
ment of Baptism. Lowering the 
Confirmation age, therefore, 
seems to be more in accord with 
the ancient practices of the 
Church, to which so many of our 
"updating" Catholics in the Li- 
turgical Movement arc devoted, 
Leaving aside the desirability of 
cither raising or lowering Ihc 
age, the facts here quoted as- 
suredly cause confusion in the 
minds of ordinary Calholics, They 
have a right to expect that our 
Bishops will gel together in tliesc 
matters and present a united ec- 
clesiastical front.

or emasculation of the fact that 
Christ is Our Divine "Savior." 
Tile humanity of Christ is played 
up by some so-callcd religious 
loaders io the exclusion of 
Christ's Divinity. Any movement 
in the Catholic Church which 
overplays the brotherly relation 
of Christ to us and underplays 
His Divine relation, has no right 
to the support of either thp Cath- 
olic priesthood or the Catholic 
laity. . 

Still another source of confu- 
sion and resentment is, the lin- 
guistic desecration of the Gos- 
pels in their modem literary 
dress. All Catholics resent the 
refercnco to Clirist as a "fellow" 
ill one of our modern Gospel 
readings. Others wonder why the 
wordi "Amen" liad to be elim- 
inated and replaced by the phrase 
"I assure you." Nothing could be 
more ridiculous. The word 
"Amen" , is a Hebrew word, 
meaning "So be it," One dic- 


tionary refers (o it as “the most 
widely known word in human 
speech." It is used in worship by 
Christians and Jews and Moham- 
medans, It is a strong alTirmalioii 
of the truth which is going lo be 
spoken or which has already been 
spoken. When Christ preached to 
the Jews in their synagogues and 
cities, the \vord "Amen" was fre- 
quently upon His lips. Why, then, 
should not this word used by 
Christ Himself be retained in 
quoting His Gospel message to- 
day? 

The purpose of this article is 
not to pile confusion upon con- 
fusion. It is to awaken Catholic 
leaders to the fact that such con- 
fusion exists and that everything 
should be done to dispel it. No 
Catholic should be dismayed by 
confusion. The Catholic Church is 
still the same Church which 
Christ Himself established. He 
lias promised to be with it al- 
ways. He will not allow anyone 
or anything lo destroy it. Con- 
(using experiences only create 
clouds upon tiic mind’s horizon. 
Clouds disappear. When they do, 
Ihc sun, which forever shines be- 
hind them, reappears in all its 
pristine and ciluigant and perma- 
nent glory.

Sheer logic and judicial con- 
sistency dictate that if the Su- 
preme Court directs the House to 
seal Powclt, it must uphold a 
challenge to the validity of the 
Fourteenth Amendment. In so in- 
validating tbe Fourteenth Amend- 
ment, Ppdora’s curiosity iii open- 
ing the 'box containing the myth- 
ical blessings of life will pale into 
utter insignificance.

A review of THE FUTURE OF BELIEF by Leslie De- 
wart (New York; Herder & Herder, $4.95). - Re- 
viewed by FRANK MORRISS, in the Denver REG- 
ISTER of April 2nd, 1967. 


P ROFESSOR Dc\rart is the ad- 
vance man for the approach- 
ing humanistic extravaganza 
in history, The "Theism In, A 
World Come 01 Age," as his sub- 
title reads, will be a religion in 
which Ihe superiority of God and 
the inferiority of man is dene 
away with, a religion recast "in 
terms lhat do not at all Imply 
God’s ascendancy over man, or 
man’s submission lo God.*’ 

We learn this on p.200 ol two 
hundred and fifteen pages of text, 
and then the rationale of (his 
hook becomes clear. Man is about 
to lift himself lo the plane of 
God, and Dewarl is the herald 
for this space-age launching tow- 
er to (he theological heights,

equal with God at Ihc center of 
future belief, and Dewart is man’s 
prophet. 

! This undoubtedly explains the 
popularity of this book with the 
new breed, who otherwise would 
surely have found thej)hilosophic 


instead to talk much about how 
man conceives God. This, ho says, 
has been all wrong in the past, 
or at least what the conception 
of the past has been Is wrong for 
the present and future. 

The wrong thing is that man 
has been so infernally proud as 
lo conceive God as existing, or 
as Being, This Professor Dewart 
believes to be the worst kind of 
aiilhropomorphism. -Fulurc man 
will strip God of any claim to 
existence, and simply have a 
working agrcemcnt(with Him as 
a Presence, and a rkarkably fra- 
ternal Presence at that. How man 
can conceive a Presence without 
conceiving that Presence as ex- 
isting Professor Dewarl nc\er 
adequately explains. 

One thing is certain: for all his 
evident knowledge of the history 
of philosophy, the author shows 
considerable ignorance of what 
the mclaphysical understanding 
of "to exist" really is. Dewarl 
equates it with the root meanings 
of the word "exist" - that is, "to 
emerge out Of," or "to come into 
being."

A review of THE NEW PlilESTS by Michel de Saint 
Pierre, translated from the French, B, Herder Book 
Company, 1966. Paperback, two' hundred and nine 
pages; .^1.95. 


The theme of this novel is con- 
llict between the thinking of the 
"new priests" ("new" is not syn- 
onymous for "younf) who see 
liicir mission as a crusade for 
sccio- economic betterment of the 
less-privileged, and the priests 
who believe their work is one of 
spirihializing man, and bringing 
him lo a knowledge and love of 
God. 

The story centers around the 
career of young Fr. Paul Dclance, 
who is transferred from liis brief- 
ly-held position as the Bisliop's 
secretary to parish work in Ville- 
dieii, a district on the oiiiskirts 
of Paris.

mg Communist gatherings, When 
Fr. Barre, llic elder of Ihc as- 
sistants, sets out to brief the new 
arrival on conditions in the par- 
ish, 'the latter is astonished lo 
detect "a strange note of joy" in 
the speaker's voice wlicn he ex- 
plains llial in the last election, 


men. Ho is saddened to find the ' 
church, which Is of beautiful 
Ihlrtoenlh-ccntiiry a r c li i t d ^ 
lure, stripped of statues and of 
all that could lend it interior 
beauty. And he is Ihc more dis- 
turbed by the offerings in the 
Iiamphict rack, which range from , 
publications that foster social bit- 
icrncss to others frankly frivol- , 
ous and worldly. He finally comes 
into open conflict with Fr.

Florian finds himself better able 
to deal with the dangers that con- 
front the Church, from within 
and from without.

In New York 
State, the Ordinaries or episcopal 
' heads of all eight dioceses joined 
in a pastoral idler cotideinniiig 
the New York proposed Bliimen* 
thal Bill, which would make abo^ 
tion, or murder by request, more 
available than it is under the 
present law, All, except some po- 
litically-mindcd Catholics, ap- 
plauded this unanimous and mag- 
iilficcnl proclamation. The Cath- 
olic Cliiirch has always defended 
the right of the unborn to live, 
against any individual, or any 
State thal has tried to deny this 
right by abortion. 

To tlie annoyance and disgust 
and consequent confusion of Cath- 
olics, an editorial appeared in the 
official newspaper of the Diocese 
of Winona, supporting the lib- 
eralization of the abortion law in 
the Stale of Minnesota, The edi- 
torial was immediately denounced 
by Bishop Edward Fitzgerald of 
Winona. He declared that the edi- 
torial did not represent the oili* 
cial opinion of the diocese. He 
also stated that the Bishops of 
the State of Minnesota, like the 
Bishops of the State of New York, 
were drawing up an official state- 
ment regarding proposed liberali- 
zation of Minnesota’s abortion 
law. 

No wonder some Calliolics get 
confused. Here is a Catholic edi- 
torial writer who has tlic arro- 
gance as well as tiic ignorance 
to place himself in opposition to 
the explicit condcmnalioir of abor- 
tion by Pope Pius XII in 1951 
and to tile nationwide protest of 
all Calholic Bishops against the 
liberalization of presently enact- 
ed abortion laws, Wlicn a Cath- 
olic writer can use a Catholic 
newspaper to publicize such op- 
position, something should be 
done to forestall any similar 
repetition in the future. 

Another source of Catholic con- 
fusion is the sole reference of 
some speakers and writers to 
Christ as our human “brother" 
and their simultaneous omission 


iL’gviucmam iiiui i/cvniu uw w 
reach this conclusion merely 
boring. Alongside the sophistry 
in this work, an argument about 
how many angels can dance on 
the head of a pin would be an 
cminciitiy practical dialogue.

This is dangerously close to claim- 
ing that Christ did not really 
know tlie Father as the Father 
truly is, Dewart never does es- 
cape from the Son-Father pater- 
nalism so clearly related in Scrip- 
ture, although he disavows any 
paternalistic relationship between 
God and man itv future theism. 

. I think that the Christian 
theism of the future might so 
conceive God as to find it pos- 
sible to look back with amuse- 
ment om the day when it 
thought particularly appropriate 
that the believer should bend his 
knee in order to worsliip God.'!; 
If Professor Dewart ever ''docs 
explain the inconsistency between 
his use of the term "worship" 
and his repudiation of the "ascen- 
dancy-submission" relationship, it 
escaped this reviewer. 

Dewart secs the Church’s "cri- 
sis of authority" linked to the 
"crisis of absolute .theism.” Both 
Imply a hierarchy, and since fu- 
ture man is going to overthrow 
hierarchies, there will have to be 
a new type Church and a new 
type faith. Dewart, however, isin)- 
paled upon the hierarchical order 
of creation, something he never 
adequately deals with, preferring 


site of "nothingness," and .says 
nothing of origin. Any first-year 
student of metaphysics could have 
! assured Dewart of this.' 

If Dewart merely wanted to 
abandon this way of thinking or 
speaking, then his thesis and its 
antithesis would merely be a mat- 
ter of semantics. Some reviewers 
have seen it as simply this, and 
have had high praise for his cour- 
age in seeking new and more 
relevant concepts about God. The 
Future Of Belief is much more, 
however, than an exercise in se- 
mantics - it is a handbook for 
"Ihcistic" humanism and its jet- 
tisoning of scholastic concepts 
(after a tortured exercise of 
scholastic method) is not a get- 
ting rid of barnacles or impeding 
ballast; it is destruclion of a 
treasure by a modern intellectual 
Vandal. That which is ogered in 
substitute is really an insult lo 
man. Faith is a type of heroism; 
but Dcrart’s idea of man holding 
hands with a Presence is merely 
childish. 

Dcwarl quotes at length and 
with some approval from the 
Marxist Roger Garaudy, finding 
favor in the French Red’s excoria- 
tion of the faith of the past for 
turning manfs eyes away from 
earth and toward an earthly para- 
dise. This is a hoary charge 
against religion, but not a very 
pertinent or historical one. Not 
surprisingly. Professor Dcwarl is 
net so impressed with the views 
of another Frenchman, Jacques 
Maritain, even though Maritain 
far ovcrlowers Garaudy as a 
thinker. 

All in all. The Future Of Belief 
is a sterile sort of gnosticism, a 
pretending to prophecy and an 
out-of-hand rejection of the wis- 
dom of the ages in favor of the 
pottage of Tcilhardian evolution- 
ism. 

It is an important book if only 
to show how a race of p^ygmics 
now holds court in what was once 
a kingdom of giants. It isla good

BACKGROUNDS ON THE 

FOURTEENTH AMENDMENT 

Since the adoption of the Four- 
tccnlli Amendment by the Thirty- 
Ninth Congress in 1866 and its 
having been made a part of the 
Constitution on July 28lh, 1868, 
many people have questioned its 
validity.

Germany’s foreign trade was at all times 
at the mercy of Great Britain’s navy. Great 
Britain’s navy was undisputed ruler of the 
seas. Germany’s world-wide foreign trade 
everywhere was at the mercy of Great 
Britain’s navy. German shipping to the 
Far East had to take either the shorter 
route through the Mediterranean or the 
longer route around the Cape of Good 
Hope which also was defended by impreg- 
nable British fortifications for similar use. 

The shotrter route from Hamburg to 
Bombay then required approximately tlu-ee 
weeks and the longer route approximately 
eight weeks. The same trip would require 
less than eight days upon completion of 
Germany’s all-rail overland Berlin-to-Bagh- 
dad railway between Hamburg and Basra.

Great Britain’s ally, and (4) use maximum*

Everything else to Zionists has always 
been secondary to acquiring Palestine for 
a so-called "Jewish State.” But Germans 
could not conceive by the wildest stretch 
of their imaginations that Zionist.^ would 
stab Germany in the back for that purpose, 
Germans could not believe until it hap- 
pened that Zionists would conspire in time 
of war with Germany’s enemies to defeat 
Germany.

Germans understandably felt bitter to- 
wards Zionists under the circumstances.

It is an incontrovertible fact that Ger- 
many’s stab in the back by Zionists in 1916 
transformed Germany’s victories on ^land 
arid sea prior to 1916 into Germany’s igno- 
minious 1918 defeat with its consequences.

World War I was going very badly for 
Great Britain In the Near East in 1915.

Germany’s submarine warfare 
was becoming effective against British sup- 
ply lines in the Mediterranean to the Near 
East. Great Britain’s forces under General 
Townshend were besieged in Kut-el-Amara 
with no prospect of lifting the siege. It 
was imperative that Great Britain obtain 
Arab assistance without delay or accept 
defeat by Germany in 1915 in World War I. 

•Great Britain was no longer able Jo hold 
the Suez Canal without Arab assistance. 
The Suez Canal was the vital link in Cireat 
Britain’s lifeline to and from the Far East. 
Great Britain could not continue to light 
World War I if the Suez Canal foil into 
enemy hands. The only solution to tireat 
Britain’.s problem was the revolt against 
Turkey by the Arabs who const itu(e<i Tur- 
key’s army lighting against Great Britain. 

The Arabs promised Great Britain^ to 
revolt against Turkey and to fight against 
Turkey in the Near East as the .-\Uy of 
Great Britain in return for Great Britain’s 
pledge that Arabs were to be freed from 
every foreign control when World War I 
ended. Great Britain gave that clearly and 
definitely worded pledge to Arabs in writ- 
ing as follows, "Great Britain is prepared 
to recognize and support the Arabs within 
the territories included in the limits and 
boundaries proposed by the Shcreef of 
Mecca.” Palestine was wholly within those 
limits and boundaries. There was never 
any mention made of excluding Palestine. 
Great Britain guaranteed the Arabs that 
Great Britain would conclude nn peace 
treaty with Germany that did not provide 
for Palestine as' an independent and sov- 
ereign state and freed from foreign rule.

"The foregoing report will indivate the extremely critical nature of the 
present situation. The danger is now so great that I feel it is my duty to 
call the attention of the British and all other Governments to thb fact 
that if on end is not put to Bolshevism in Russio at once the'clvillzotion 
of the world will bo threotened. This is not an exoggeration, but a sober 
matter of fact; and the most unusuoi action of Germon and Austrian 
consuis-generol, before referred to, in joining in protest of neutral lega- 
tions appears to Indicate that the donger is also befog realized In German 
and Austrian quarters. I consider that the immediate suppreition ot 
Bolshevism is the greatest issue now before the world/ not even excluding 
the wor which is still raging, and unless, as above stoted, Bolshevism is 
nipped in the bud immediately, it is bound to spread in one form or an- 
other over Europe and the whole world, as it is organised and worked by 
Jews who have no nationality, ond whoso one object is to destroy for their 
own ends the existing order of things. The only manner im which this 
danger could be averted would be collective action on the part of' oil 
Powers. 

"1 om also of opinion that no support whatever should be given to any 
other Socialistic party in Russia, leost of oil to sociol revolutionaries 
whose policy it Is at the moment to overthrow the Bolsheviks, but whose 
oims in reality are the same, viz., to establish proletariat rule through 
the world. Sociol revolutionaries will never fight any foreign Power, and 
any profession which they moy now make in this senseis merely a tactical 
move in their struggle with the Bolsheviks."

' course to the expedient of invoking the Fifth 
Amendment of the Constitution, though, of 
course, they thereby established a prima 
facie case against themselves. 

The term SIcCarthyism was used for .the 
first time in the Daily Worker of hfajr 4, 
1950, by Gus Hall, Secretary of the Ameri- 
can Communist Party, “I urge all Commu- 
nist party members and all anti-fascists,” 
he wrote, “to yield second place to none in 
the fight to rid our count^ of the fascist 
poison of McCarthyism.” And Political Af- 
fairs, which lays down the party line for 
all U.S. Communists, stated: “This means 
the fight against all manifestations of Mo- 
CarthyLsm.” Louis Budenz, who explained 
“to the Communists SlcCarthylsm means 
any attempt to curb this conspiracy,” stated 
that “a considerable segment of American 
public opinion is being thought-controlled on 
McCarthyism.” Many Catholic papers and 
their readers have also echoed the Commu- 
nist cry of McCarthyism and joined in 
denoundng the Senator without realizing 
that they were thus serving the cause of 
Communism, In a sermon on this Communist 
conditioning in America, Bishop O’Gara, 
C.P., who was imprisoned by the Chinese 
Communists for two years, has stated: 
“Perhaps by far the most disquieting factor 
to me has been the miasma of pseudo- 
liberalism which seems to have gained 
acceptance even in Catholic quarters. It is 
reflected in print, in periodicals widely read 
by Catholics and enjoying an otherwise fine 
reputation for the defence of Catholic prin- 
ciples. It has muddied the well-springs of 
thought even in our Catholic classrooms.” 
Communists everywhere spread slogans and 
lies through the non-Communist press and 
as a result their false labels are accepted as 
non-Communist in origin. This clever tech- 
nique was never used more effectively than 
in the smearing of Joe McCarthy, Avhen 
fuzzy-minded dupes and liberal intelligentsia 
vied with one another in condemning the 
“Fascist monster of JlcCarthyism.” 

Some liberals and their dupes say that 
it was what they call McCarthy’s methods 
to which they mainly objected. Christopher 
Hollis wrote that he had “a virulent talent 
for abuse against which responsible people 
have not the courage to stand up.” Mc- 
Carthy himself stated: “I do not much mind 
the Communists screaming about my meth- 
ods. They are under orders to do just that. 
But it makes me ill when I hear self-pro,;, 
claimed liberals, too lazy to do their own 
thinking, parrot over and over this Comnui- 
nist Party line.” 

What is the truth about McCarthy’s char- 
acter and methods? Take the Communist 
view first. Here are some of the things 
Rovere writes about him in the book that 
has been the source of most of the recent 
newspaper smears: “JIcCarthy, though a 
demon himself, was not a man possessed by 
demons ... He was a prince of hatred . . . 
a low mean fellow . . . foul-mouthed . . . 
this ogreish creature ... He was a vulgarian 
... a man to whom anything presentable 
in skirts ... a weakness for liquor . . . 
wenching . . . gambling , . . Xfc invented a 
militarj- J fc:* It'.u3wL% though that was 
a mere t!'''’’',ie of lies . . . There have been 
descriptions oi him having spent his last 
years in c" :nbvokeit alcoholic stupor , . . 
But he was not always drunk ... he did 
not devote his life to drinking . . . Did he 
, . . 'drink hjmself to death?’ One way, or 
another, he probably did . . . He died, then, 
because he could not lay off liquor ... He 
made little pretence to religion or to any 
species of moral rectitude.” If some sort of 
Nobel Prize is ever given for slander and 
scurrility, Rovere’s smear classic should 
surely qualify for it. 

Let us now consider the testimony of 
some reliable non-Communists on McCarthy. 
Patrick F. Scanlon, editor of The Tablet, 
official New York Catholic newspaper, who 
was “a close friend of the late Senator for

almost ten years,” stated: “Senator 3IcCar- 
thy was a practical Catholic, he never missed 
Sunday 3Iass; he made a visit to the Blessed 
Sacrament nearly every afternoon; he was 
married to a charming girl whom he con- 
verted before he married her.” And the 
famous American journalist Fatlicr James 
JL GilUs, C.SJP., formerly editor of The 
Catholic World, wrote: ‘T think the Senator 
did his duty and no more than his duty; 
that he acted not only legally, but conscien- 
tiously and that he conducted himself with 
great restraint iu the face of outrageous 
abuse. I have read all that Senator JlcCar- 
thy has written, I have had conversation 
■with him at considerable length, but I have 
never heard him use such vicious language 
as that of the editor of the World-Telegram. 
A friend of mine, a publidst of distinction 
has made a point of hearing all of JlcCar- 
thy’s speeches in the Senate. He fells me that 
Joe always speaks moderately, is tolerant, 
patient and gentlemanly.” Alistair Cooke, 
the well-known radio and press correspon- 
dent, stated that McCarthy was “patient 
with witnesses whose FBI files would give 
innocent citizens the creeps. He has con- 
sistently protected the anonymity of highly 
suspect witnesses.” It was Cooke too who 
gave us this very accurate definition of the 
Communist term McCarthyism: “McCarthy- 
ism may be defined as putting the search- 
light on a Red, who then turns around with 
the support of friends in the press and 
jadio and’ hurls -smear— and. witch-hunting 
charges at the man with tlie searchlight, 
demanding that he be arrested for disturb- 
ing the peace!” 

Regarding the Communist smear that 3Ic- 
Carthy terrorised America with his witch- 
hunting, Cardinal Spellman stated: “Judg- 
ing from the hysterical tone of the criticism, 
one would imagine that it is no longer pos- 
sible in America to keep one’s good name. 
No American unconfaminafed by Commu- 
nism has lost bis good name because of 
Congressional hearings . . . into Communist 
acthitics . . . There are strong reasons for 
these inquiries and we thank God that they 
have begun w’hilc flicre is still time to do 
somcfliiiig about it. The anguished cries and 
protests against McCarthyism arc not going 
to dissuade Americans from their desire to 
see Communists exposed and removed from 
positions where they can carrj' out their 
nefarious plans.” And when Cardinal Cush- 
ing was asked what he thought about 3Ic- 
Carthy, he replied: “The whole thing de- 
pends on how you look at Communism. If 
you look upon it as one of the greatest evils 
that has ever attempted to xmderminc Wes^ 
,_em civilization, naturally you do every- 
~ti^iig'TrO U '’‘c a« - t» - 5a ' r c~uur~T\’ay of life from 
the inroads of tliis eril.” 

Like many other political figures the 
world over, McCarthy may have been fl^- 
boyant, fond of publicity and perhaps im- 
prudent at times. 'But he was certainly not 
the “hideous magician,” who “united in a 
terrible force, all the bestial rancours and 
dark passions which lurk . . . beneath the 
crust of society,” that Hugh Trevor-Roper, 
the Oxford History Professor, made him out 
to be in his smear review of Rovere’s book 
in The Sunday Times. 

In spite of all the vicious smears he hurls 
at McCarthy, Rovere, does admit in his book 
that McCarthy was “incapable of true ran- 
cour, spite and animosity.” There is an 
interesting instance of this in McCarthy’s 
own book: “1 'e.\posed’ Time for gross, de- 
liberate lying,” he wrote. “There is nothing 
personal about my exposing the depth to 
which this magazine will sink in using de- 
liberate false-hoods to destroy anyone who 
is hurting the Communist cause.” 3IcCarthy 
also wisely remarked that it is more impor- 
tant to expose a liar who has a newspaper 
or magazine at his disposal to disseminate 
his poison than one who has not. 

With a good measure of success, Joe 
JIcCarthy tried, almost s'ngle-handed, to 
expose the infiltration of Communists into 
key positions in the most powerful non- 
Communist country in the world. He did 
not attack Communism, as so many are 
content to do, with mere pious cant; no. 


he sought to unmask its agents as they 
operated in specific places, and he tried to 
uncover their sponsors. That was his crime 
in the eyes of the Communists and for that 
they marked him down for destruction. In 
doing so, the Communists and their fellow- 
travellers did everything possible to ensure 
that a public figure, especially in America, 
would never again attempt to expose them. 
That was the real purpose behind their cry 
of McCarthyism. And wjJLh this aim they 
waged the most ^ccessful propaganda cam- 
paign the world has probably yet seen. The 
measure of their victory may be gauged by 
the recent statement of J. Edgar Hoover, 
Director of the FBI, that “beyond any doubt 
secret Communist agents have worked them- 
selves into thousands of strategic positions’^ 
in American life today, “ready to step out 
and act for Russia when the time comes.” 
For all really effective exposure of their 
espionage rings and agents has now been 
stopped, he says, “by smearing into death, 
defeat, retirement or despair those legis- 
lators who were most determined to expose 
them.” 

Following a short illness, Joe McCarthy 
died on May 2, 1957. Nation-wide sympathy 
was expressed to his wdow, Mrs. Jean 3Ic- 
Carthy, in the form of over 110,000 mess- 
ages of condolence and more than 34,000 
Mass cards. Solemn Pontifical Mass was 
offered for him in the Cathedral in Wash- 
ington by Archbishop O’Boylc of Washing- 
ton, and in his oration Mgr. Cartwright, 
Rector of the Cathedral, stated: “Senator 
McCarthy filled In the last fow years a role 
wWch will be more and more honoured as 
liislory unfolds its record . . . this man saw 
Communism clearly and knew that it was 
an evil with which there can be no com- 
promise ... he had the fortitude to stand 
alone ... We take leave in our humble way 
of the Senator and public man, of the 
friend . . . But we also take leave in our 
Christian way of a brotlier Christian who 
has gone to God . . . And we feel confident 
that in God’s place under God’s love thew 
witt-be rest for the weary, reward for tlie 
faithful and honour for the brave.”

Carthy and McCarflij'ism, especially as 
presented by Richard Rovere and the duped 
reviewers of his smear classic, has been 
given much publicity everywliere.

“You make much noise and 
fury about the undue Jewish in- 
fluence in your theatres and 
movie palaces. Very good; grant- 
^ your complaint Is well found- 
ed. But what is that co«H>ared 
to our staggering influence in 
your churches;, schools, your laws 
and your government, and the 
very thoughts you think evety 
day?" I 

“You have not begun to appre- 
ciate the real depth of our guilt, j 
We are Intruders. We are sufb- 
verters. We have taken your 
natural world, your Ideals, your 
destiny, and played havoc with 
them. We have been at the bot- 
tom not merely of the latest 
great war but of nearly all your 
wars, not only of the Russian but 
of every other major revolution 
in your history. We have brought 
discord and confusion and frus- 
tration into your personal and 
public life. We are still doing it. 
No one can tell how long we shall 
go on doing it” 

“Who knows what great and 
glorious destiny might have been 
yours tf we had left you alone.” 
"But we did not leave you 
alone. We took j-ou In hand and 
pulled down -the beautiful and 
generous structure you had rear- 
ed, and changed the whole course 
of your history. Wc conquered 
you as no empire of yours ever

you app'ar to realize.” 

“That is lAhat puzzles and 
amuses and sometimes exasper- 
ates us about your game of Jew- 
baiting. It sounds so portentuous. 
You go about whispering terrify- 
ingly of the hand of the Jew in 
this and that and th- other thing. 
11 malics us quahe." 

"You call U3 subverters, agita- 


ffngcr In the Lutheran Rebellion, 
and it Is i^mply a fact that wc 
were the prime movers in the 
bourgeois democratic revolutions 
of tho century before last, both 
in Prance and America. If we 
were not, we did not know our 
own Interests." 

“The Republican revolutions of 
the 18th century freed us of our 
age-long political and social dis- 
abilities. They benefited us.” 

"You go on prattling of Jew- 
ish conspiracies and cite as In- 
stances the Great War and the 
Russian Revolution! Can you won- 
der that we Jews have always 
taken your antisemites rather 
lightly, as long as they did re- 
sort to violence?"

‘convert’ Jews have proved faith- 
ful to their mission. Jfany of 
them have even betrayed us! 
But, on the other hand, others 
have kept their promise and hon- 
oured their word. Thus the coun- 
sel of our Elders has proved suc- 
cessful." 


Ism and the love of their family, 
to consider their faith as a hum- 
bug, their obedience to their 
Church as a degrading servlltty, 
so that they may bemme deaf 
to the appeal of the Church and 
blind to her warnings against us.

(peculiar relations with the Jews 
at the present time, we have 
agreed not to disclose his Identity 
nor to give any further details 
of the Paris meeting beyond the 
following extracts which, though 
sometimes freely translated, nev- 
ertheless substantially convey the 
meaning of the original state- 
ments.— Editorial Note,} 

“As long as there remains 
among the Gentiles any moral 
conception of the social order, 
and until all faith, patriotism, and 
dignity arc uprooted, our reign 
over the world shall not come." 

*'We have already fulfilled part 
of our work, but we cannot yet 
claim that the whole of our work 
Is done. We have still a long 
way to go before we^can over- 
thrctA' our main opponent: the 
Catholic Church — " 

“Wc must always bear In mind 
that the Catholic Church Is the 
only Institution which has stood, 
and v.-hlch will, as long as it re- 
mains in existence, stand In our 
way. The Catholic Church, with 
her methodical work and her edi- 
fying and moral tcaclilngs, will 
always keep her children In such 
a stale of mind, as to make them 
too self-respecting to yield to 
our domination, and to bow be- 
fore our future King of Israel." 

‘That Is why we have been 
striving to discover the best way 
of shaking the Catholic Church 
to her very foundations. Wo 
have spread the spirit of revolt 
and false liberalism among the 
nations of the Gentiles so as to 


persuade them away from their 
faith and even to make them 
ashamed of professing tho pre- 
cefpts of their Religion and obey- 
ing and the Commandments of 
their Church, Wo have brought 
many of them to boast of being 
atheists, and more than that, to 
glory in being descendants of Uio 
ape! We have given them new 
theories, Impos^ble of realiza- 
tion, such as Communism, Anar- 
chism, and Socialism, which arc 
now serving our purposes. The 
stupid Gentiles have accepted 
them with the greatest enthusl- 
aam, without realizing that those 
theories are ours, and that they 
constitute our most powerful in- 
strument against themselves, , 

“Wc have blackened the Catho- 
lic Church with the most Ig- 
nominious calumnies, wo have 
stained her history and disgraced 
even his noblest activities. We 
have imputed to her the wrongs 
of her enemies, and have thus 
brought these latter to stand 
more closely by our side. So 
much so, that we are now wit- 
nessing, to our greatest satisfac- 
tion, rebellions a^nst the Church 
In several countries. We have 
turned her Clergy Into objects 
of hatred and ridicule, we have 
subjected them to the contempt 
of the crowd. We have caused 
the practice of the Catholic Re- 
ligion to be considered out of 
date and a mere waste of time." 

"And the Gentiles, In their 
stupidity, have proved easier 
dupes than we eiqpected them to 
be. One would expect more In- 
telligence and more practical 
common sense, but thev are no 
better than a herd of sheep. Let 
them graze in our fields till they 
become fat enough to be worthy 
of being Immolated to our future 
King of the World . . 

"We have founded many secret 
associations, which aU work for 
our purpose, under our orders and 
our direction. We have made It 
an honour, a great honour, for 
the Gentiles to join us in our or- 
ganizations, which arc, thank to 
our gold, flourishing now more 
than ever. Yet it remains our 
secret that those GentUcs who be- 
tray their OA'n and most precious 
Interests, by Joining us In our 
•plot, should never know that 
Lhoso associations arc of our 
creation, and that they serve our 
purpose." 

"One of the many triumphs 
of our Freemasonry Is that those 
Gentiles who become members of 
our Iiodgcs, should never sujpect 
that wc ore using them to build 
their own Jails, upon whose ter- 


"Wc are the Fathers of all 
Revolutions— even of those which 
romctlmes happen to turn against 
us. Wo arc the supreme Masters 
of Peace and War. We can boast 
Tof being- the Creators of the RE- 
FORMATION! Calvin was one 
of our Chlidron; he was of Jew- 
ish descent, and was 'entrusted by 
Jewish authority and encouraged 
with Jewl* finance to draft his 
scheme In tho Reformation. 

‘IMartln Uither yielded to the 
influence of his Jewish friends, 
arid again, by Jewish authority, 
and with Jewish finance, his plot 
against the Catholic Church met 
with success." 

"Thanks to our nronaganda to 
our theories of Uberallsm and to 
our misrepresentations of Free- 
dom, tho minds of many among 
tho Gentiles viore ready to wel- 
come the Reformation. They se- 
parated from the Church to fall 
into our snare. And thus the 
Catholic Church has been very 
sensibly weakened, and her au- 
thority over the Kings of the 
Gentiles has been reduced al- 
most to naughL" 

‘ftVe arc grateful to Protest- 
ants for their loyalty to our 
wishes — :^though most of them 
are, in the sincerity of their faith, 
unaware of 4hoir loyalty to us. 
We are gratrfhl to them for the 
wonderftir help they are giving 
us in our fight against the strong- 
hold of Christian Civilization, and 
in our preparations for the ad- 
vent of our supremacy over thq 
whole world and over the King- 
doms of the Gentiles." 

far wc have succeeded in 
overthrowing most of Uief Throne 
of Europe. The rest will follow 
In the near future. Russia has 
already worshiped our rule.

"Tlie chief document treatlnerof 
the financing: of the Russian Re- 
volution, Is the one drawn "up by 
the American Secret Service and 
transmitted by the French High 
Commissioner to his Government. 

"It was piTblishcd -by the Docu- 
mentation CathoHque of Paris on 
>tarch E, 1P20, and preceded by 
the following remarks: 

“Ihc authenticity of this docu- 
ment Is guaranteed to us. With 
regard to the exactness of the in- 
formation which It contains, Utc 
American Secret Service takes re- 
sponsibility.’* 

‘This document was quoted In 
1920 In a supplement to the paper 
La Vlcllle France, which added: 
‘All the governments of the -En- 
tente were aware of this -memor- 
andum, drawn up from the data 
of the American Secret Service, 
and sent at the time to the 
French High Commissioner and 
his colleague!.* 

"The memorandum Is also to 
be found In Mgr. Jouln's rvork, l>e 
Peril Judeo-Maconnlque^ Part 111, 
pp. 240-351, with the added re- 
mark that the Jews have placed 
cbstacUs In the way of its pub- 
lication, so that the great major- 
ity of people arc unaware of Its 
existence. 

'Though the Jewish origin of 
Kerensky, who brought about the 
first Russian Revolution of 1917, 
has been conttsted, It seems pret- 
ty certain that he was the son of 
thp J>w Aronne (Aaron) Kerbis 
and the 'Jewess Adler.'

Some of 
them .were membsrs of these mis- 
sions, which they no doubt found 
V'xy handy for the fulfillment 
of their other mltston.

Too 
much salt bums the meat up. and 
too little spoils IL It Is the same 
with the mind and toe nations. 
We mak* wise use of this recipe, 
as Is right, for salt Is the em- 
blem of wisdom. We mix it sec- 
retly Into the br*ad of huminlly, 
and apply It In drstructlve quan- 
tity only when we wish to com- 
pletely remove all tracts of a di.- 5 * 
agreeable past such as the Ruisia 
of toe Tsars. This should explain 
to you why Bol^evism Is agree- 
able to us. It Is rather a pick- 
ling tub in which to destroy, not 
to preserve.

"1— THE HISTORICAJL PRO- 
CESS 

"The present situation of the 
German Jews Is the conclusioa of 
an historical process. It is a de- 
velopment, the -be^nnlnl; of which 
can be traced back to the time of 
Bismarck. It had to come this 
«-ay. If one understands the deep 
historical Import of this antl- 
ScmlUc movement, of which Adolf 
HlUcr Is the strongest exponent. 
Anyone who did not foresee that 
was afflicted with bllndess. One 
tried to close one’s eyes to the 
events and acted according to the 
vulgar principle 'What one does 
not want, one does not believe.* 
That was a convenient way to 
avoid flindomental epicaUons, to 
look at the world through roae- 
colored glasses. The advocates of 
esslmtlltatlon attempted to throw 
a veil over things and to play li- 
beralism— long dead— as their last 
card. They did not understand the 
course of history, and believed 
they could evade it by declaring 
themselves Germans of the Mosaic 
faith, by denying the existence of 
a Jewish nation, by severing all 
threads that bound them to Jew- 
ry, by striking out the word ‘Zion* 
In their prayer books and intro- 
ducing Sunday Service. They look- 
ed ux»n onU-SemiUsm os a pass- 
ing phenomenon which would be 
eliminated through Intensive -pro- 
paganda, through organization of 
a society for fighting It. Such 
wore the thoughts of the great 
majority of German Jews, And 
hcnco the disappointment, the 
dedp resignation In connection 
with Hitler's victory, hence the 
nameless dispolr, the spreading 
psychosis that culminated in sui- 
cide, the complete loss of morale. 

“But he who Judges the events 
In Germany according to tlie prin- 
ciple of casuallty wilt have to 
Judge the Nazi movement as the 
culmination of a natural develop- 
ment; he will also understand that 
history knows no accidents. Uiat 
cv;ry epoch is the result of the 
lircceding one. And here lies the 
way to the understanding of the 
present situation. Tlie fight 
agabist Jewdom has been conduct- 
ed in Germany for half a century 
intensively and with German Ihor- 
oiighn:s3. Scientific anti-Semitism 
has taken root In German soil. 

"All this the German Jews re- 
fused to jce. They fed tliwnselves 
on false hope, overlooked -reality 
and dreamed of cosmopolitanism, 
of the time of Dohm, Lessing, and 
Mendelsohn, Tha uprooted Jews 
^ve themselves to fantastic Ideas 
and nourished cosmopolitan 
dreams. And this expressed itself 
In twofold manner. Either they 


acclaimed the general librrallsnt 
or they became banner carriers of 
socialism. Both fields of activity 
furnished new food to anti-Semi- 
tism. 

"2— THE PATE. 

"In all good faith, to serve 
themselves and humanity the 
Jews began to reach actively Into 
the life of German people. With 
charaoterlstlc Jewish passion they 
thrOA' themselves upon all fields 
of knowledge, -they took hold of 
the press, organlz^ the working 
masses, and strove to influence 
the whole spiritual life In the di- 
rection of liberalism and demo- 
cracy. This of course would neces- 
sarily cause a deep reaction on 
the part of their host people. 
When the Jews, for Instance, took 
hold of thb so-called International 
disciplines, whenever they achiev- 
ed distinction In the fields of Phy- 
sics, Chemistry, Medicine, Afitzx>- 
nomy and to a certain extent in 
the field of Philosophy, they 
might at most cause envy among 
their Aryan colleagues, tout not 
general hatred of the whole na- 
tion, One did not like to see Jews 
become bearers of Hobcl prices, 
but accepted It sUently. But in 
the fields of national dlsclpllnea 
things arc quite different. Hero 
every nation strives to develop its 
own original powers and to tnms- 
mlt to the present and coming 
generations the fruits of tho spi- 
ritual labors of the race. It Is not 
a matter of indifference to the 
people who writes Its Christmas 
articles, who celebrates mass, who 
urges going to church. The people 
of every nation wish, that their 
young be educated In t*iclr cwn 
spirit. Blit while great parts of 
the German people fought for the 
maIntenancQ of their kind, wo 
JciATs filled with our clamor the 
streets of Germania. We posed as 
world reformers and thought to 
tntlucnoe! public life through our 
ideas. We rang the hells and call- 
ed to silent prayer, wo prepared 
the ’Lord’s supper* and celebrat- 
ed resurneetton. 

"We played with the most holy 
posseuions of the people and at 
times made fun of all tliat was 
saertd to the nation. Wc trusted 
to the imperishable rights of 
democracy and felt ourselves as 
equal citlzen-s of the state wHhln 
the Gorman community. We pos- 
ed as censors of the morals of the 
p'-oplc, and poured out full cups 
of satire upon the German Mi- 
chel. Wc wanted to be prophets In 
the ‘'pagan fields of Germania," 
and forget ourselves so far that 
all this had- to draw destruction 
upon us; 

"IVc made revolutions, and ran 
as eternal God seekers, ahead of 
the masses of the people. Wc gave 


to the international proletariat a 
second Bible, one that was Ade- 
quate at the Umea and we aroused 
the po.^4ions of the third estate. 
The Jew Marx from Cermanv, de- 
clared war on capitalism and the 
Jew Lasalle organized the masses 
of tlie people in Germany Itself. 
The Jew Edward Bernstein pop- 
ularized the ideology, (the Jews) 
Karl Libknecht and Rosa Luxem- 
burg called the Spartacist move- 
ment to life. The Jew Kurt Eisner 
created Uio Bavarian Soviet Re- 
public and was her first, and last, 
president And a^ln that the 
iGerman nation rote up, rebelled. 
She wanted to forge her own des- 
tiny. determine tho future of her 
children — and she should not have 
•been blamed for it 

'What we (IVhom doea the 
Rabbi means here, the Zionists 
perhaps? He must mean a sec- 
tion of Jewry, it can not relate to 
the German people, with whom he 
can not identify himself— Tsans- 
lator) objected to first of all was 
the world dtizenkhlp, the cosmo- 
politanism, which had -Jews as Ita 
front fighters. These uprooted, 
persons imagined they . possessed 
the power to transplant theideu 
of laalah into the alleys of Ger- 
mania, and to storm VaBiallawlth 
Amos. At times they succeeded In 
that, but they bury themselves 
and the Jewish people under .the- 
ruins of a world that baa col- 
lapsed. 

"3 — THE GOD SEEKERS 
WITHIK THE SOVIETS. 

"One must look at the struggle 
of tho Hitler regime from a dif- 
ferent viewpoint, and learn to un- 
derstand It, ;Have we Jews not re- 
belled. and conducted bloody wars 
against everything foreign? What 
else then were the wars of -tho 
Maccabees but protests againsta 
foreign, non-dewiah way of life? 
And of what consisted the eternal 
fight of the prophets? Surely bf 
nothing else than eliminating for- 
eign Clements, the foreign goda, 
and of the keeping sacred the 
original nature of Jewdom. Have 
wo not rebelled against tho radi- 
cally related kings of the house 
of the Idumaeens? And have wc 
not excluded tho Samaritans from 
our community because they prac- 
ticed mixed marriages? Why 
&Hould not the German nation- 
alists do the same, when a Kurt 
Eisner appropriates to himself the 
prerogatives of the Wittelsbach- 
ers? We must Icam to look truth 
in the face and to draw last con- 
sequences, 

"IVc should not want to 4>c 
false prophets, but to dodge facts 
docs not mean solving the prob- 
lem, What la occuring today in 
Germany will come tomorrow in 
Russia. For all crimes which were 
the consequence of the Commu- 
nistic system, the Jews In Soviet 
Russia will have to suffer some 
day. Wc shall have to pay dear- 
ly for the fact that 'TrotsW, Jeffe, 
Sinovlew, had leading posts In 
Soviet Russia. 

"Was there not more sin 
against th^ democratic form In 


Soviet Russia than in Germany? 
While in Germany Hitler obtained 
In the election campaign a ma- 
jority, in Russia there was no 
such thing. There a small minor- 
ity-today after 15 years an or- 
ganization barely four miUlons — 
proclaimed the dictatorship of the 
proletariat. Tho Jaws attempt In 
Soviet Russia also to be announc- 
ers and ptonouncers of new abso- 
lute truth, they strive to Interpret 
the Bolshevist Bible and to influ- 
ence the way of thinking of the 
Russian people. A process that 
calls forth sharpest resistance and 
even today leads to anU-J5emltlc 
disruption. What will happen 
when the Soviet government will 
have .fallen and democracy In 
Russia wilt celebrate Its solemn 
entrance? Will the Jews fare bet- 
ter than today In Germany? Will 
not the Russian people behind the 
Trotzkls, the Kamenews, Slno- 
vlcwa, etc., discover their old Jew- 
ish names and let tho children 
suffer for the jins of their fa- 
thers? Or will it not even last 
that long, BO that even the fa- 
thers' turn will come yet? Are 
there not examples for that? Did 
not thoumnds of Jews lose their 
lives in Hiuigaiy because (the 
Jew) Bela Kuhn erected a Soviet 
republic on the soil of Stephan 
the Holy? (It is somewhat 
strange the Rabbi, does not men- 
tion the thousands of Hungarians 
■slaughtered by Bela Kuhn and 
his hordes— Translator). — The 
Hungarian Jews have paid very 
dearly for their prophetdom . . , 


; Within the Internationals the

! Czechs, have a home and their 
Internationalism lives Itself out In 
Germany, France. Poland. Cze- 
chia; They arc autochthonous, un- 
der home right.

The Polish so- 
cialist Daszlnski stood In the fore- 
front of tho fight for the resur- 
rection of Poland, and the Czech 
socialists sang with enthusiasm 
their Hatlkwah — "Kdc domov 
muj," only the Jews would hear 
nothing about home and fell as 
ostensible prophets on the field 
of liberty.

"They, and In the same meas- 
ure the children of llbersllsm, all 
those poets, authors, artists, jour- 
nalists, prepared the present time, 
nourished Jew-hatred, Xarnlshthe 
grounds, the material for the best 
ora of Katlonal Socialism.

British White Paper Denouncing Jews 


..In April, a White Paper 
was published In London by order 
of His Majesty, under the Utle of 
*Tlussla, No. a (ISIO). A collec- 
tion of Reports on Bolshevism in 
Russia." T^ document was tabl- 
ed in the House of Commons. 

On Page 6 of the White Paper 
was a report from His Exc. Mr. 
Oudendyk, minister for the Neth- 
erlands in Petrograd, who then 
was looking after British subjects 
and Interests In official capacity, 
In the place of the British repre- 
sentative (Captain Cromlo) who 
ha‘d been murdered by the Bolshe- 
viks. Tho Oudendyk report, dated 
Sept. 6, T918, and received by 
Balfour on SepL 18, QOIS, from 
Sir M. Findlay, British represen- 
tative at ChrUUana, read In part 
as follows: 

“The foregoing report will In- 
dicate tho extremely critical na- 
ture of the present situation. The 
danger Is now so great that I feel 
It my duty to call the attention 
of the British and all other Gov- 
ernments lo the fact that if an 
end is not put to Bolshevism In 
Russia at once the civilization of 
tho whole' world will bo threat- 
ened. This Is not an exaggera- 
tion, but a sober matter of fact; 
and the most unusual action of 
German and Austrian consuLf- 
general, before referred to, in 


Joining In protest of neutral lega- 
tions appears to Indicate that the 
danger is also being realized In 
German and Austrian quarters. I 
consider that the Immediate sup- 
pnesslon of Bolshevism Is the 
greatest Issue now before the 
world, not even excluding the 
war which is still raging, end un- 
less, as above stated, Bolshevism 
is nipped in tho bud immediately. 
It Is bound to spread In one form 
Or another over Edrope and, tho 
whole Wdrld, iuS 'ims ',ORG j^- 
TZED AND WORKED BY JEWS 
WHO -HAVE NO NATIONAL- 
rTY, AND WHOSE ONE OB- 
JECrr IS TO DESTROY FOR 
THEIR 'OWN ENDS THE EX- 
ISTING ORDER OF THINGS. 
I would beg that this report may 
be telegraphed as soon as pos- 
sible In cypher in full to the Brit- 
ish Foreign Office in view of its 
importance." 

(Note: 'IVhen a second edition 
of that tVhlte Paper was reprint- 
ed, the part concerning the Jews 
had been suppressed after a stren- 
uous pressure from organized 
Jewry upon tho British Foreign 
Office. George P. Mudge, sup- 
ported by a great many patriotic 
Britons, tried to get an official 
explanation for the suppression 
but no official would answer.)

"I am fully aware that Jero-

tabernacles. *lf the Golden Calf 
still stands erect, Its safest pedes- 
tal is the gravestone of the Em- 
perors and for two reasonsi First- 
ly because revolution is only a 
displacement, or transferenoo to 
other hands, of privileges and 
wealth. Our Golden Calf Is nour- 
ished, then, not by the creation 
of wealth, nor even by Its ex- 
ploitation, but by ita mobilization, 
the essence of speculation. The 
more often it changes hands, the 
more la left behind In ours. We 
are brokers who accept orders on 
all exchange businesses, or If you. 
prefer It publicans who watch 
every street comer on the' globe, 
taking a percentage on every deal 
made In ‘'anonymous and •wander- 
ing wealth," -wtiether It be a mat- 
ter of Fcmlttanoes from one coun- 
try to another or fluctuations on 
the exchange. To the calm and 
monotonous sing-song of prosper- 
ity we prefer the exciting sounds 
of "hausse" and "balsse," and 
there Is nothing like revolution 
for producing this, except It be a 
war, -which is also a kind of re- 
volution, Secondly, revolution 
weakens tho nations, and reduces 
their powers of resistance to out- 
side entorprisef. 


"The health of cur Golden Ciilf 
demands that certain natlceis- 
should be sick, namely those 
which arc not able of themselves 
to develop. On the other hand, 
wo foci as one with those great 
modem states such as France, 
iE^land, U. S. A. and Italy*. 
Th^ have shown us a noble hoe- 
pltality and wo co-operate with 
them for the development of ci- 
vilization. But take as an exam- 
ple pre-war Turkey, the "alck- 
man,” as It was called by diplo- 
mat^ nhich helped to keep us 
healthy. Prom It we eecelved con- 
cessions of every d-scriptlon, 
banks^ mines, harbours, raUways, 
etc., in short, its- whole, economic 
lilb was in our care. And •we 
cared so well for It that it died, 
in Europe, at least 

"Now that the accumulation of 
wealth has become common, and 
that wo have the fulfillment of 
our mission in view, we need an- 
other sick man. This alone would 
have been a sufficient «ason, 
apart from higher conaidtrations, 
for grafting Bolshevism on to 
'Tsarist Russia. Russia Is now the 
sick man of the post war days, 
and is much more nouri^lng 
than the Ottoman Empire. It 
also docs less in Its own defense. 
It Is now ready for another feast; 
soon it will be a co.*p8e. and we 


shall have nothing left to do but 
to cut it up . . .'* 

At the other end of the’table an 
enfant terrible of the synagogue 
hod been waiting, for the moment 
to put In a word.

some of them, sawing them from 
the top of their heads down 
through the middle of the body; 

‘ they threw some to the beasts 
‘ and forced others to fight ’one 
' against the other; so much so 
that they brought death to 229,- 
I 000, A similar cruelty they show- 
I ed In Bgypt and In the Island of 
Cyprus, under a certain Artem*! 
, Ion, their leader In barbary. In 
; Cypms, they slaughtered 240,000 
t persons, in consequence of which 
. they can no more set foot on the 
island," 

A marginal note of the great 
‘ French historian Guizot, in Gib- 
bon’s "Decline and Fall of the 
Roman Empire," reads thus: "In 
I Cj?renea, Jews slaughtered 220,- 
000 Greeks. 240,000 in the isle of 
■■ Cyprus, and In Egypt a great mul- 
titude of people. Most of tbo mls- 
! erablo victims were sawed 


alcngth, according to the exam- 
ple which David had authorized 
by his conduct." 

The Jewish book "Sopher Ha- 
doroth" tells us that Habbenu Je- 
huda was In the favor of emperoV 
Antoninus the Pious. "Rabbenu 
told him that the malice of the' 
Nozareans was the cause of a 
pestilential malady and OBTAIN- 
BD the execution of all Nazman* 
who were in Rome in the year 
3915 (A. D. 155)." The same book 
tells us that It was through the 
influence of the Je^-s that, in the 
year 177, Marcus-Aurelius "put to 
death all the Nazareans that he 
could." (Among the latter Nazar- 
eans were Saint Pothtnius and -47

Bonla. The "Sepher Hadoroth" 
also states that in the year 3974

000 Christiana in Rome and all 
the Christians of Cyprus." 

The Jewish "Sepher Juchasln" 
also states, on page 108: "Upon 
the desire of the Jews, Diocletian 
killed a great many Christians, 
among whom the popes Caiusand 
Marcellinus, as well as the broth- 
er of Calus and his sister Rosa."

Those arc only the best known 
pogroms Inflicted by Jews on 
Christians. The history of anti- 
quity, of the middle ages, of mod- 
em times is filled with mentions 
of such pogroms of individuals 
and whole population. And when 
Jews were punished for those 
crimes, they nowhere suffered^ono 
tenth of the evils they In- 
flicted upon races which had giv- 
en them hospitality. 

As Samuel Roth says (p. 16} 
and as they appear In history, 
Jews are a tribe of deadly prose- 
cutors, not a persecuted minority 
as they pretend. Through propa- 
ganda, they have tried to con- 
vlnoo public opinion of the con- 
trary, but facts and history stand 
as their accusers, even their own 
authors and publications.

defeat that Israel may appropri- 
ates their riches and rule over 
them.

The Talmud Is Antl-Chrlst 

The Jewish Sages soon under- 
stood that Christ's way of com- 
menting on tlie Old Law inculcat- 
ed, instead of hatred towards for- 
eign naUons, broUiwly feelings 
and equality of all men In the 
sight of God, thus denying the 
Jews their privileged postlon as 
masters of the world. At the same 
time, Christ's reforming the pri- 
mitive. tribal-moral ideas of the 
Old Testament, deprived the Jews 
of tholr very convinlcnt, double 
morality. Thence the Jewish hat- 
red for the ChrisUan faith took 
its growth: it is not so groat to- 
wards any others, even heaUien 
ones, as they do not present by 
their ideas sudi danger for tlm 
Jews.

same neurotic taint of the Jews

And it (the beast of the earth) 
will cause all, the small and the great, and 
the rich and the poor, and the free and the 
bond, to have a mark . , , and it will bring 
it about that no one may buy or sell, ex- 
cept him who has the mark ...”

13, 17). Hqw close are we to having this

THE HARDHAT REVOLT 

By DOUG;^ T. KAYE 

Enough lime has nqw passed to allow us to take 
a long and complete look at, one ol tjic major 
events relating lo our Movement, the mlni- 
^revolt” of the New York City construction 
woriters, the “Hardhals." From a standpoint of 
building the mass, movement needed to restore 
decency and white unity In this country, this 
was the most important event which took place 
In the last decade. 

To those who live in states far from where the 
action took place, Jt is necessary to envision the 
physical surroundings of tlie event: a one square 
mile parcel of lower Manhattan Island, the Wall 
Street area, a tangleyvork of narrow streets and 
Skj*5crapers.

Of course, the largest project 
in the area is the Rothschild "World Trade 
Genlor" — a complc.x which will cover 25 city 
blocks and be dominated by twin towers each 
taller than the ISnpiro State Building. 

Usually the district is packed witlj representa- 
tives of America’s fraudulent ruling clique: 
brokers, usurers, influence peddlers, speculators, 
money-changers, parasites over apd above the 

usual tiumlKr seen in any modern society 

about 60% Jewish in composition, nicn there 
are the hordes of lower-ranking office workers, 
most of whom are fine patriotic white people, 
but nonetholcss lack tlie robust, productive class 
muscle needed to clean up our nation and give 
the establishment llio whipping it deserves.

We have followed Hungarian events 
and matters and have often ^vritten abouf 
them, e. g., "THE LIVING DEAD HUN- 
GARY,” in our October 15, 1959 issue. Our 
November 1, 1962 issue carried an article 
entitled: "ZOLTAN KLAR OPPOSES 

HUNGARIAN ANTI - COMMUNISTS.” 
Sudi .articles do not usually appear in the 
"FREE” American press. 

We are informed that the late Zoltan 
Klar was a ten-times convicted criminal, 
collaborator wth the Gestapo during 
*World War n. The prominent Hungarian 
Jew, Mr. Jozsef Nadass, in his book "Kar- 
mos Evek” (Szepirodalmi Konyvkiado, 
Budapest, 1961—586 pp) on page 322 calls 
Zoltan Klar: "The refuse of society (tar- 
sadalmi hulladek),” The same Zoltan Klar 
was also President of the B'nai Krith in 
Hungary before W.W. n, and the Presi- 
dent of the Budapest Lodge of the B’nai 
B’rith in New York, 2Ioltan Klar arrived 
on June 6, 1953 in the USA, as an ex- 
change student at the age of 59! The 
Jewish written MORNING FREIHEIT 
carried an artieje about Klar on July 9, 
1961, glor^ng hiip- MORNING FREIHEH; 
IS ONE OF THE OF^aXt; PUBLICA- 
TIONS OF THE COMMUNIST PARTY, 
U.S.A.! The New York Times, Jan. 5, 1966, 
reporting on his death, carried an article 
praising Klar. When Klar died, Geza Korda, 
associate editor of "the Hungarian-English 
SZABAD MAGYARSAG, presented im- 
portant documentation about the criminal 
background of that political Jew, Zoltan 
Klar, in the June 4, 1961 edition of that 
paper. As a result, Mr. Korda was indicted 
by the grand jury of New York for crim- 
inal libel. That case never came to trial. It 
was postponed 37 times until Klar died.

We learned of a 
court case at the U.S. Court of Appeals, 
Docket NO. 35090 Calendar No, 173, Geza 
Korda vs. U.S.A. 

Judging from what we have seen of the 
English portion in this ten-page text, a 
translation of that part written in Hun- 
garian should uncover some important and 
very interesting facts. We would veiy 
much appreciate it if one of our Hungarian 
readers would send us an accurate tran^ 
lation of the above so that we can report 
further on the matter. 

We are interested in what is going on 
in our country, besides calling everyone an 
Anti-Semite who reports about the activi- 
ties of political Jews. If the material in the 
Message is of sufficient import, we shah 
report about it to our readers.
